In the diſcovery of her diſeaſe, give me leaye to remiad you 
of her Primo-genitors , or fult Maſters of £xyropeny ex» 
irat , and what have been the ſucceſſours for the generality; 
thereby we ſhall get a little light into the originals of her diſcale, 
ard be che better able to give judgement on her , and ſo co pre- 
icribe the remedy as the Lord ſhall inable a poor creature, 

Virginiaſo(tiled, ard raking her name frem the late Virgin 
Queen, ( Queen Elizabeth ot happy memcry , asa glorious 
inſtrument inthe hand of God , tor doing ihe work of che Lord 
in her tim? ) which title was giyen her by the fi;ft Adyentucers 
( as conſidered to landing,and living thete)m Queen El/izabeths 
days, Butthe Emergencies of the publick affaus cf thole times, 
rock up the ſpirits of mea {rom thinking much of chat Colony, 
during the reign of the laid Queen , and che buſineſle lay dor- 
manc till abouc the years 1697. or 2608, when diyers Noble- 
m2n, Gentlem'n and Citizeas,imbodicd themſelves in this Ci- 
ty of London,and made a Viginia Company, undcr the ſpecious 
prezences of propagating the Goſpell,and preparing a way to the 
{: tting up the Kingdom of Chriſt Jcſns in thole American parts, 
and I belieye many godly men really meanc lo ; and much trea- 
lure was adyanced by the Adventurers, and by publick authori- 
ty; Which buſinefſ? being chen managed ( as it is to be feared, 
b*cauſe now heavily tel.) by ſelf-ended men,was carried on,as 
diſorderly, ſo unſucceſſ:fully. : 

Difordetly, in that they vegan not to ſend oyer men ſound in 
the faith, pious inheir lives, and fincere in their ends; Bar the 
major part of them, poor ſpirited, ſclt-end:d, and broken. fortu- 
ned m2n to manag2the work: and with them as ſubſeryientto 
their ſelf-cads; they lent ( the greateſt part cf ſuchas were ſent )

vader their command, to do the work by their deretion; why? 
they were luch(in general )as were difſolute,wild,debauched,idle, 
and nonfortur.ed men and womenz and many of thele being ra- 
ked our of th: finks of the Cor monwealch,which being drawr. ot 
of ſeveral priſons, were immediatly mairied to ſuch as they ceyer 
ſaw before,and ſo ſentto plant the Countrey, | 

Year afcer year this practice continued,and multitudes through 
diſorder and want of acccmmodations died ; till ar laſt the com- 
pany was d.ſſolved, and the Countrey infranchiled,and then the 
reigns being laid on the necks of theſe new libercines they became 
more licentious, 

Here by the way TI crave all ſober minded gentlemen , and 
Planters of //irgiz:a , to clearme in this, that TI tax not all; 
for I know, and did know many more, and haye heard of more 
than I knew,of gallant gentlemen of quality, and others in that 
Countrey who have been almoſt from the beginning there, that 1 
have obſerved, and heard of, to be good members of that Com 
mon-wealth,and to have liy:d ſoberly and honeltly, free from all 
open vice, 

And ſuch as were the people, fach were the Prieſts ; forthe 
loweſt of the people here that would conſecrate himſelf might be 
made a Prieft , and then over there will they go when England 
fpueth them our for their incivilities ; and truely I fear it is roo 
true that I hear thence, that the moſt of them ate fo (ti]], 

Now ſuch Prieſts and ſuch people as before mentioned , fo 
principled, and fo ended, ſurely could lay bur a forry foundati- 


_ on, forthe Golpels Propagation, in thoſe Plantations; the mayor 


part being fuch,as thoſe few that were good, could do no good 
with, either for Church or State, 

And truely I find that there is too much of that ſtock remain- 
ing thereſtll; for now my own experiences of ſixteen or ſeventeen 
years ſtanding, conferred with the preſent times, holds poor 
Viginiatorth in my apprehenſion as a diſconſolate Virgingſubje& 
to the rape of the ſtrongeſt raviſher of ner beauty and bravery. 
For fince the late Court-faRtion came in , and poor Penſioners 
came over to be Governours,and other chief Officers, to make up 
their broken fortunes , ſhe hath been much macerated , her

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marced, and the antient Common-wealths men,who had 
begun to let forth the beauty and yertue of that Virgin, were not 
only diſhearmed , bur many of ther deftroyed in cheir eſtates, 
for their fidelity to the grand intereſt of the well-being of the 
Plantation, Witnefle the differeace begun by thoſe of the Court- 
FaRion, as SirFohn Harvy and Secretary Kemp, ( both crea- 
tures of the Lord F:nch, and Sir Francis Windebank_) berween 
them, and the honeſt Gentlemen , and antient Planters of the 
Couatrey, who had ſaved the Countrey with the hazard of theic 
lives and fortunes; this divifion deſcended to the next Governor 
Sir Francis Wiat, Who removing Sir John Harvy, was himſelf 
afterwards diſlocated by the endeavours of an Anti-party, who 
brought in Sic //i/ll7am Berkley, who,what he was, and is, is too 
manifeſt by wotull experience of his twice revolting from this 
Common-wealth , and in them injuring the beſt affected to this 
Commone=weolth, 

Yea ,and the hand of the Priefts is in this allo, 

But now it will be ſuppoſed that this diſeaſe is cured by the 
conquering of the Aati-patty ; I conceive it not cured , neither 
willirbe , while there is either root or branch, in powergin or 
near that Colony{as itis roo near) for T conceive, whullt that 
AMaryg-Land inthe North, ard Carolina in the South, remain 
1n rhe poſſc{ſion of them ic doth, though the Court-FaRicn be 


now in the embers, thence will be brought upon any convenient * 


opportunity, bellows of fedition ſufficient to ſer all our Planratie 
ons on firegthey being boch of the ſame Stock, Simeon and Lt vi 
like , brethren in 1niquity. 

There is yet another inconvenience, which concurring with 
the former, make up another malady ro make our Virgin the 
more miſerable; and chat is the propinquity of the Dntch, and 
Swediſh Plantations , who much blemiſh the beauties of both 
the elder and younger daughters of £-g/2n4s Common-wewlth, 
and prejudice their eſtate , by receiving and decaining our fugj» 
tives, bo 1 debtors and ſervants, and fiding with Indians,

Bur which is more, the main ( pretended ) end of planting

Bur I love not to rake in the dung nor w ca(t dirt abour, but: 
would willingly be ( it pollible, and that the Lord were ſo plea « 
ſed ) inftrumencal to do all the good I could tothe Colony ; for 
nex: the place of my native on » Ilove it aboye any Count 
where[ocyex I have crayclled ; and therefore chough I be the 
worlt of finners, yet I blefſe God I abound th loye to that Coun- 
trey,and do wiſh from my very heart, (if I can diſcern it ) to 
indeayovr by all means, and toimproveall intereſts to adyantage 
the place 3 and thereforelet me craye pardon if I mentioned any 
thing that is off=nſive ro any; I cannot hold , loye conſtraineth 
me, Imuſt diſcoyer what I know amiſle ; it is the work of the 
Lord, and I would not be found negligent in it, 

The ſuccefſeleſneſle of the Planration is ( to my ſorrow) ſeen 
by comparing her deformity ard barrennefle ( asto fpirituals) 
with her younger Siſters beauty and fruitfulnefſle ; who theugh 

laced in a far more barren ſoyl, ( in relation to terrefialls ) is 
by ingenuity and induſtry made far more fruicful and profitable 
:0 her inhabitants, but which is better, ſhe abounds in the work 
of the Lord- , andin the injoyment of the manifeſtation of the 
abundant love of God, not onely to the Engliſh themſelyes, but 
the glory of his grace is much ſeen in demoliſhing much of the 
Tingoon of Satan, and exalting the Scepter of Chriſt among the 

atlves, 

A thing which the primary Planters pretended, but + yo of 
new Englaxdintended, and with good ſucceſle (bleſſed be God) 
happily effeRed in part, which will more and more increaſe 
to the pete day, I believe and hope. 

This being the root of her diſeaſe, which makes poor Virginia 
deformed, and ſo conſequently deſpicable , with moumningof 
Spirit I bemoan her, and wiſh all that know her with me to be- 
wail her, and to ſet to their helping hands and hearts, ( and to 
implore ſome means from the great and good Godof heayen, who

praiers for ſhelter; and this continued coriſtantly for manie daies

ter,or De Laware-Bay, whereat a conyenient Site might be pre= 


ſentlie planted, where a ſeat of refidence for che principle Magi. 
ftrate might abide, and thither the Patriots of each Province or 
their deputies might meer once eyetie year orlefle, if no occaſion
